RICHMOND. Va

has been so much confusion about 
what's likely to h a p p e n when 
schools open in Virginia n e x t 
month, it might be worth while 
to look into the situation. 
It's serious, all right 
It threat 
ens to close several schools and 
possibly 
several school sytem s. 
It alm ost certainly will bring the 
slate government into fresh con­ 
flict with the federal government. 
There is the potential here for an ­ 
other Little Rock, although forces 
on all sides seem to be working 
feverishly behind the scenes 
to 
prevent that. 


WHAT'S HAPPENED is t h a t 
Arlington County — in Washing­ 
tons front yard — and the cities 
of 
Norfolk 
and 
Charlottesville 
have been ordered to desegregate 
schools when classes open in Sep­ 
tember. They have exhausted ap ­ 
peals from these orders. 
But under Virginia law, if any 
white school accepts Negroes, it 
would he closed under one of the 
state's “ m assive resistance-' laws. 
On the other side is the kind of 
federal court order that led to the 
Army being sent to Little R o c k 
last fall. 
“ Í don't know what will hap­ 
pen." said Norfolk Superintendent 
J. J Brewbaker. “ I don't k n o w 
even what our position is. T h e 
federal courts say you got to ad ­ 
mit these kids in school. The state 
says we can't. So where are w e?" 


SUPPOSE ONE of the integra­ 
tion - ordered cities should agree 
to abide by the orders? 
Under Gov. Lindsay 
Almonds 
“massive resistance-’ 
p l a n , 
he 
would assum e control of the a f­ 
fected school district, reorganize 
it And reopen it on a segregated 
basis He is talking now in term s 
of taking up the m atter by indi­ 
vidual integrated classes, 
h o w ­ 
ever, rather than entire schools 
or districts. 
If the state failed to get by with 
the reopening 
plan, 
the school 
then would be c l o s e d . Pupils 
would he sent to som e kind of p ri­ 
vate school 
If only a few pupils 
were involved, they would he ab­ 
sorbed into other schools and. for 
the time at least, that would be 
the end of it. 
At that point, however, parents 
of the Negro litigants are expect­ 
ed to ask the courts again to or­ 
der the affected school re-opened 
on an 
integrated 
basis. 
T hat's 
where the atate of Virginia and 
the government would he at a 


“ Little Rock" crossroads. 
One of the big question m arks 
in the whole Virginia situation is 
whether 
private 
schools 
would 
work. Even the highest state au 
thorities are doubtful. If a consid­ 
erable number of publtc schools 
were closed, there simply would­ 
n’t be enough facilities and teach­ 
ers to meet the emergency. 
Out of the confused puzzle, this 
is about the best way anyone can 
put it together at the moment: 
The chances are that only a few 
schools actually will be closed in 
Srptem ber. 
The 
students 
from 
them probably could be absorbed 
into other schools. Before further 
crisis, Almond could call a spe­ 
cial session of the General Assem­ 
bly to re-write his strici laws, at 
least to the extent of preventing 
the m ass closing of schools. 
Norfolk might be the spol where 
actual integration would first be 


tested The school board there has 
said it will comply with the fed 
eral court order and that it could 
not "guarantee'' complete segre­ 
gation. 
Although Arlington has been or­ 
dered to admit Negroes who have 
been named - as they were in 
Little Rock — to presently - all 
white schools, the pupils will be 
assigned under the state Public 
Placem ent Act. It is expected the 
Negroes will he assigned to Ne­ 
gro schools although this would be 
in direct contradiction of the court 
order. 
Charlottesville may attem pt to 
get by with a new school district 
plan that would put all Negro pu­ 
pils in one district. 
Norfolk and Charlottesville have 
their own pupil placement plans 
under which Negro applicants will 
have to pass stiff entry require­ 
ments. Negroes have challenged 


the validity of both assignm ent 
plans but they have so far been 
upheld by the courts. A new test 
of the Norfolk plan is due in fed 
eral court this week. 
Almond has described the V ir­ 
ginia case as the gravest crisis 
since the Civil War.
